President of the United States, died at 
2.15 o'clock, Saturday morning. The bul- 
let fired by Leon Czolgosz, the auarchiBt 
assassin, has done ita awful work.

clear that the Preaident was dying, and 
preparations were made for the last sac 
farewell from those who were nearest anc 
dearest to him. The President came ou 
of one period of unconsciousness only 
relapse into another.

dent McKinley the more fully realized the 
significance of the awful moment. There 
waa no BJOW of fear in the attitude of the 
nation's Executive. 
Mrs. McKinley did 


not seem to realize fully that she was prob- 
ably seeing her husband for the last time 
alive, aud the President made it plain that 
his great; eolicitude was for the wife over 
whom he had watched with ouch care and

McKinley to her feet and led her from the 
room. On the outside Mr. Milburn told 
her that the President was dying and that 
he could live until mornirg only in the 
event of a direct interposition of Provi- 
dence. She then came to a full realization 
of the loss that was upon her and showed 
symptoms of a collapse. 


Little by little Mrs. Mt.Kmley came 


back to her u.-.rmal condition, and atS.30 
o'clock was clear-minded and in full pos- 
session of her strength. 
Several ladies 


were with her. and in their sympathy she 
found surcease. To one she whispared : 


"I will be strong for his sake." 
Au attempt was made to persuade Jlrs. 


McKinley to retire and get rest. She re- 
fused. She said her duty was there and 
she would remain witbm call of those who 
were with her husband.

GANGREEN THF. CAUSE OF DEATH. 


The following report of the autopsy 


upon the remains ol President McKinley 
were issued Saturday : 


"The 
bullet which Btrnck over the 


breastbone did not pass through the akin 
and did little harm. The other bullet 
passed through both walla of the stomach 
near its lower border. 
Both holea were 


found to be perfectly closed by the 
stitches, but the tissue around each hole 
had become gangrenous. 


"After passing through the stomach the 


bullet passed into the back walls of the 
abdomen, hitting and tearing the upper 
end of the kidney. This portion of tiie 
bullet track was alao gangrenous, the 
gangrene involving the pancreas. 


^ "The bullet has not yet been found. 
There was no sign of peritonitis or disease 
of other organs, 
verv thin. 
The heart walls were 


"Tliere was no evidence of any attempt 


at repair on the part of nature, and death 
resulted from the gangrene which affucled 
the stomach around the bullet wounds as 
well as the tissues around the further 
course of the bullet. 


"Death was unavoidable by any surgical 


or medical treatment, and was the direct 
result of the bullet wound." 


THE FUNEBAL AND BURIAL. 


Arrangements for the funeral ol the

Mrs. JicKinloy had confidence In her

son, and she followed with keen inter- 
est the progress of his first presidential 
canvass.

diciary committee, the committee 'on 
expenditures in the poslotlicrj depart- 
ment and the committee on rules. When 
General Gnrfleld received the nomina- 
tion for the presidency, Mr. McKinley 
was assigned to the vacancy on the 
committee on Traj-a and maims.

served on tho lust mentioned committee 
until the expiration of his last tei-m aa 
representative. 
While chairman of thia 


eommittse he framed the McKlnl&y bill, 
wiiioh a*terwaTd became a law. 


McK-irdey was a protege of ex-Presi- 


dent Hayes, and up to the time of the 
lattor's death he recognized the ex> 
presldeat as hl« advlsar and counselor. 
He wa« in General Hayes' regiment 
during tha civil war. General Hayes 
knaw him and his father well, and saw 
In the dashing young cavalier the germ 
of greatness. He needed a counselor, 
an adviser, a friend, and General 
Hayes -watched over him -with tha 
filial love, devotion and pride of a 
father. 


The -war andod, MeKinley still re- 


mained an object of hope, of interest 
and pride to General Hayes. MeKia- 
iey became a candidate for congress 
and was elected. When H.iyes was 
president, McKinley was In the house 
of representatives. The major was a 
frequent welcome visitor at the White 
House. One day tbe president gave 
McKinley advice, which made McKin- 
ley the foremost champion of a pro- 
tective tariff. Presided* Hayes ttua 
spoke to the young representative: 


"To achieve success and fame yon 


must pursue a special line. Too must 
not make a speech on every motion 
offered or bill Introduced. Ton must 
conflne yourself 
to one particular 


thing. Become a specialist. Take up 
some braneh of legislation and make 
that your Btudy. Why not take up the 
subject of tariff? Being a snbjeot that 
•will not be settled for years to come, 
It offers a great fteld for study and a 
chance for ultimate fame." 


With these words ringing In his ears 


McKinley began studying the tariff 
and soon became tie foremost author- 
ity on the

Hict, when ho fell groaning and mangled 
from deadly Hounds, or in agony breathed 
his last breath on the field of death, tbe 
wife, the mother, tbe sister, passed thro' 
the same ordeal and shared the same an 
guiab in her deaolate home 


Then, too, wherever possible ehe was 


with the soldier when sick, or wounded 
or dying, alleviating his sufferings, sooth- 
ing bis woes and by her angelic ministra- 
tions often saving tbe precious lives of 
men stricked by disease or by the death- 
bearing bullet And true to her nature 
she often displayed a courage never sur 
paesed by heroic men. To commemorate 
in full the part which women bore in the 
great conflict is beyond the power of 
speech or monument.

A NUMBER OF DIFFERENT SUBJECTS

Farmers who buy steers to fsed do so 


with the object of having the cattle con- 
sume a large proportion of the fodder, 
straw and other coarse foods. 
The ma- 


nure is considered the prcQt, the price 
for the food being returned when the 
steers are sold. Many farmers feed steers 
only during the winter months, and do 
not use much grain or hay. The fact is 
that, if the farmers who feed steers will 
use a liberal supply of grain, and even 
bay cottonseed meal to assist the coarse 
foods, they will not only have manure 
that is much richer but also secure a 
more rapid gain in the weight ot the 
animals. Frequently the lack of a single 
element in the food will entail loss, be- 
cause the animal requires just the one 
substance in order to thrive. 
Any ex- 


pense in providing varied foods will 
bring back dollars for dimes. 


What to do with the coal ashes is a 


problem with some people. They are of 
little or no value as a fertilizer, but can 
be used with advantage on roads or 
Paths. The ashes may be spread and a 
little soil thrown over them, when they 
will soon harden. 
Another plan is to 


level the walkway, excavating a few 
inches below the general surface, pour 
on a coating of coal tar and then cover 
thickly with ashes. 
When dry repeat 


with more coal tar and ashes until three 
or four coatings are given. 
In a short 


time the walkway will be as hard as 
stone. 


Sow the pansy seed now, on rich soil 


and in rows, so as to keep grass and 
weeds out. When winter oomes, cover 
the plants with strew, hay or leaves, re- 
moving the covering in early spring. 


The foods used for stock vary greatly 


In value, and the most costly kinds are 
not always the best. It is the amount 
of digestible matter in a food that axes 
its true value. All indigestible matter is 
avoided, and the manure heap is thus 
enriched at the expense of loss of gfain 
In the animal. 
Some foods are expen- 


sive even when purchased at a very low 
sum. 


The winter is an excellent time for 


keeping poultry, as all other work (ex- 
"cept dairying) will be somewhat out of 
the way. A large flock will give employ- 
ment to some on the farm who may 
otherwise be idle; hence the fowls will 
really not entail an extra expense for la- 
bor.

The large worms that are so destruc- 


tive to catalpaa shhowed evidences tins 
season of having been attacked by some 
parasitic fly, nearly all worms seen bav 
ing eggs deposited on them. The worms 
become the beads of the parasites aud 
are finally destroyed. But for the para- 
sitic tiles, such as the ichneumon, man 
could not cope with insects. 


Bees must be kept where the interior 


of the hive will not become too warm or 
cold, hence the advantage of wintering 
bees in the cellar, as the temperature 
oau be kept uniform. 
There are some 


disadvantages hi the cellar, however, 
such as mice aud moisture. 
If kept too 


warm the bees will consume more than 
the usual amount of honey. 
Some bee- 


keepers put the hives under a shed, so as 
to protect from the direct rays of tb» 
sun, as well as from cold winds. 
If the 


hivea are made v;aim by the heat c-f the 
sun the bfees will sometimes be induced 
to fly out, when many will perish from 
cold.
